CALLS WILLIAMS LOBBYIST. 


Kimmet’s Talk Arouses Pem- 
berton’s Ire. 


Special to the Fost-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 8.— 
Walter Williams, president of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Missouri State Uni- 
versity, was denounced as a lobbyist by 
Representative _Kimmet of De Kalb 
county during the debate on the appro- 
priations bill in the House today. Kim- 
met declared the university, at the ex- 
pense of the people of the State, was 
maintaining a powerful lobby in Jeffer- 
son City in an effort to have the Legis- 
lature appropriate large sums. 

Kimmet was challenged by Represen- 
tative Pemberton of Boone County. 
Kimmet had not at that time named any 
person as a lobbyist for the university. 

“TIT deny that the university maintains 
a single lobbyist here,’’ declared Pem- 
berton, ‘‘and I challenge the gentleman 
from De Kalb to name any person here 
in that capacity.’ ’ 

‘“‘He's just outside 
Ix<immet. 

‘Name him” said Pemberton, 
mand that you name him.”’ 

While Speaker Atkinson was pounding, 
the gavel, Kimmet shouted the name of 
“Walter Williams.”’ 

“Walter Williams,’ Pemberton cried 
out, “fis chairman of the executive board 
of the university and is required by law 
to appear here at the summons of the 
appropriations committee. He has come 
here at the invitation of that committee. 
Tt is the duty of the board of curators 
to explain to the committee the needs of 
the university.” 

Kimmet declared: ‘I am opposed to 
legislating in favor of one class of peo- 
ple. It costs the State nearly $200, for 
each student at the university, while 
it costs only about $13 for each child 
educated in the common schools.”” He 
favored appropriating money for country 
schools and good roads rather than for 
the university.

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, March §8.—The woman's en- 
franchisement bill, which came up for 
its second reading in the. House of Com- 
mons today, and which: was introduced 
by Mr. Dickinson, (Liberal), 
practically identical with the 
introduced by James Kein Hardie (So- 
clalist) last year, has evoked far greater 
general interest. The bill simply pro- 
Vides that women shall have the fran- 
chise on the same terms upon which it 
is now granted to men. 

The militant tactics of the women suf- 
fragists of recent months and their bold 
raids on the House of Commons have 
given the question a prominence which 
it hitherto had not attained: The House 
of Commons was crowded when the de- 
bate on the proposed measure began, 
but only women whose’ good behavior 
Was guaranteed by Members of Parlia- 
ment were permitted to enter the gal- 
lery. 

_ After Mr. Dickinson's opening speech 
in support of the bill the Premier, Sir 
Henry Campbell Bannerman, an- 
nounced that it was the intention of 
the Government to leave the question 
to the free decision of the House. Per- 
sonally, he favored the general principle 
of the inclusion of women in the suf- 
rage. ‘The matter had assumed more 
importance of late years, Owing to the 
larger part which women had taken in 
wage earning and in the professions. On 
many questions, continued the Pre- 
mier, the opinion of women was of 
equal if not greater value than that of 
men. He frankly stated that he was 
not enamored with the. present bill be- 
cause it would not enfranchise to the 
necessary degree the mass of the work- 
ing class women and workmen’s wives, 
He would vote for the bill, however,

It is probable that the members of the 
House of Delegates opposing the meas- 
ure will ask City Counselor Bates for 
an opinion on the validity of the bill 
authorizing the city to; contract with 
the Blanke-Wenneker Candy Co., giving 
it the privilege of setting. confections 
and cigars in Forest Park.for 10 years 
at an annual rental of $2000.
